BrxeuamTon, N. V., Sept. 6.— The young 
woman who committed suicide at Niagara 
fails yesterday morning is believed to be 
Anna Mead of this city. Miss Mead left her 
home, No. 32 South Water street, Wednesday 
morning at 9 o’clock, ostensibly to take a 

Walk. That was the last time sue was seen 
by her parents. The description of the sui- 
cide tallies with that of the missing girl. 
Yesterday morning her parents received a 
letter postmarked Niagara falls. There was 
no date on it, and no name was signed to the 
letter, but the handwriting was recognized us 
that of the missing girl. The letter read: 
“I poughta ticket for this place this morn- 
ing, and if notning happens to prevent me I 
intend to go over the fulls. The reason 1 
came is that there isa possibility that my 
dody will not be found, and I hope it never 
will. No one is to blame but myself.” 

Miss Mead was 25 years old and well con- 
nected. No reason can be given for the fool- 
ish. act. She was generally considered a 
merry, lighthearted girl, but had occasional 

spells of melancholy. Her home was pleas 
ant and she was surrounded with every com- 
tort. She moved in good society and was 
much admired. A week ago Miss Mead visited 
Niagara and seemed to be strangely fascinated

BRUTAL OUTRAGES COMMITTED In 
THE STATE OF GEORGIA,

Uaknown White Men of Atlanta Accused 


of Whipping Innocent Colored Meo 
Without Provocation—Gov, Gordon Will. 


Offer a Reward for the Conviction of 
Any Who Took Part in the Affair—The 
Legislature Refuses to Interfere. 

ArLaxra. Ga., Sept. 6.—|Speciai.]—The 
Georgia legislature today by a vote of 66 to 
22 tabled a motion introduced by Mr. Fiem- 
ing of: Augusta expressing horror at the 
brutal flogging of a large number ot negroes 
around East Point last night. Report places 
the number of negroes flogged at fifty. One 
person tells of fourteen which he witnessed. 

A delegation of colored men calied on Gov. 
Gordon today to lay the outrage nefore him 
and he agreed to offer a suitable reward for 
the apprehension of the offenders. The 
leading to the crime 108 
briefly this: Wednesday evening War- 
ren Powell, a colored boy of 14, 
years, meta white schoolgirl, Ada Brooks, 
aged 12, and laid hands upon her but imme- 
diately ran. He was pursued and lynched 
Wednesday night. 

Then rumor became rife that negroes 
meditated an advance upon East Point to 
wreak vengeance. Telegrams were sent to 
Atlanta for officers and arma. 

Last night at 10 o’clock the town was fully 
policed. A colored man named Jake Conley 
was credited with being the leader of the ne- 
groes. A posse of men decided to catch him 
and started out in a drizzling rain. They 
went to the house where Conley was 
said to be living and instituted search 
for him. Only one negro was in the house 
and he cleimed he knew not where Conley 
was, But the men believed be did, and made 
preparations to get it out or him with a lash. 
They compelled him to bare his back, and 
one man whipped him with a buggy whip 


while another held a pistol in his face to pre- 


vent him from yelling or making an outcry. 


But if the negro knew where Conley was 


he would not tell, and the armed men contin- 
ued their search in the woods. A short dis- 
tance from the house where they 
whipped the man they met two 
more negro menin the road. The lash was 
applied to their bare backs to make them tell 
where Conley was, but they also persistently 
denied that they knew anything about his 
whereabouts. 

Later in the night the officers from Atlanta 
started out to search the woods for the.men 
who: they had been told were the leaders of 
the contemplated riot. They tramped over 


all the roads and pathways and visited ali the 
negro houses, but failed to find but one of the 


men they wanted. 

This was a negro named Toby Sounds, who 
was known to be a desperate character. He 
was handcuffed and brought to Atlanta this 
morning, when the detachment of officers re- 
turned tired and worn out. An East Point 
man says that the crowd that whipped the 
negroes was not made upof East Point peo- 
ple. He says there were seven men in the 


party, that they came from Atlanta in bug-. 


gies, and that the whipping was condemned 
by the people of East Point.

It may well have that effect, especially 
when the chilled New Yorkers see what is 
doing in this city. Here, two days after a 
finance committee was appointed, a plan was 
prepared, and today the five millions which 
that plan contemplated raising have been 
nearly subscribed. New York has no sub- 
scriptions, no plan, and no enthusiasm ex- 
cept that shown by the picnic committee on 
a site, which 1s hunting for something its 
better instructed members know cannot be 
found. : 

But the World, while spurring on a com- 
mittee of millionaires who fled like scared 
children when it was suggested tnat they 
give $100 each to meet preliminary expenses, 
still insists that New York should have tne 
exposition, and tries feebiy to answer some 
of the cotivincing reasons why it should not. 
It says: | 

The water supply of New York, already ample, 
will be quadrupled before 1892. And the water is 


not sucked ap from sewer moutbs through a 
tunnel, but is pure ano wholesome. 


It is so far from being ample now that h 
of the occupants of tenement houses being 
‘unable to get Croton water use that from 
root tanks. A recent examination of them 
by the health department shows that the 
contents of many are unspeakably foul. This 
is one of the causes of the New York death 
rate. While me new tunnel is compieted 
the storage dams are not. They will not be 
finishea in time to be filled by the spring 
rains of 1802. The natural increase of popu- 
lation by that. year will more than absorb 
what slight addition there may be to the 
water supply. But were the dams finished 
and filled the water supplied would be the 
surface water of the well settled, and there- 
fore dirty, Croton basin. It will stand in 
shallow ponds where the sun will beat it, 
and cannot be compared for purity or cool- 
ness with the iliimitabié supply which this 
city will be receiving in 1892 from the new 
intake four and a half miles out in the lake, 
beyond danger of pollution. New York in 
1892 cannot furnish more than 54 gallons of 
bad water per head; Chicago can furnish, if 
necessary, 200 of good. 

The World says there will be no trouble 
about railroad facilities. All roads lead to 
New York.” But all roads lead into Chi- 
cago. Thirty-seven roads discharge their 
passengers in the center of the city, but a 
few blocks from the principal hotels. Three 
roads reach the Forty- second street depot in 
New York (two to Albany and one to Bos- 
ton), and from there to the heart of the city 
isasiow and tiresome trip, No othér raii- 
roads run into that city. A traveler by 
other roads must take a ferryboat on a wide 
river to reach the city. The Vanderbilt, rail- 
roads might be pleased with the selection of 
New York, for they would naturally do the 
great mass of the business. 

The World also says there is no weight to 
the objection that New York has failed to 
complete the Grant monument: 


What the Grant monument scheme has to do 
with the matter it would puzzle a metaphysician 
to discover. That was never New York's enter- 


ges any more than Chicago's or Ciacinnati’ 
t has nothing to do with 2 case. snes 


What a shocking fib. Gen. Grant wanted 
to be buried at West Point.

At 
present Gen. Grant’s bones molder neglected 
at Riverside park and are mentioned in the 
New York papers only in advertisements of 
Flats to rent” or Lots to Sell.” The calm 
and deliberate way in which New York 
made and broke that Grant tomb promise has 
filled the rest of American mankind with the 
belief that whatever promises it might make 
to give a decent world’s fair would be broken 
with equal placidity. That is what the Grant 
mb has to do with the case.

_ JURORS IN THE CRONIN CASE 
J udge McConnell is naturally getting weary 
of seeing @ procession of talesmen march 
into his court through one door and march 
out with unthinned ranks through another, 


and he has made several wellmeaning but 


inefféctual efforts to persuade the counsel 
for the defense to accept men who the 
judge knows as well as they do are qualified 
to hear the evidence and give an impartial 
verdict thereon. He said the other day with 
perf st truth: 

It seems to me that it is not compatible with 
hum@n nature if men do not have a sort of bias. 
Often, in cases Where men are indicted, jurymen 
naturally enter upon the case with the presump- 
tion hat the state bas not taken up men and 
brought them into court and indicted them with- 
out there was some reason for it. Im otber words, 
the mere matter of indictment is likely to create 
in many instances a slight bias in the mind of a 
juror, The question is, whether tne juror can 
entef upon the legal presumption that. the de- 
fendgnts are innocent until they are proven 


guilty, and where the prejudice isso strong that 


cannot give the defendants a fair trial, they 


they 
urse, disqualified. Now, this man has 


thesé men a fair, impartial trial, and to base bis 
verdict exclusively upon the evidence which he 
shall hear in court. 


A juror familiar with the fact that out of 
ten men indicted by the Cook county grand 
jury nine are convicted knows that the 
chagces are nine to one, mathematically 
speaking, that the person whose fate he is to 
pass on is guilty. But he also knows there 
is a bhance that that person is innocent, ‘and 
he does not try him in accordance with the 
thedry of chances, but on the evidence in the 
ca 

Undoubtedly, too, nearly all the men who 
have been called as talesmen in the Cronin 
case have formed opinions regarding differ- 
ent matters. Some of them have been struck 
by Burke’s flight, others by O’Sullivan’s con- 
tract, and others by Coughiin’s part in tue 
hiring of that white norse. They would like 
to Have these things explained, for as long 
as they are not they have a pretty strong 
ides that the defendants were mixed up in 
the'case. But why are not those men good 
jurors when tne sobering feeling of respon- 
sibility comes over them? There are scores 
of ‘men who have said in their loose 
talg that there was no question as to 
“tHe guilt of the defendants.” But when it 
is their vote that is to decide as to life and 
death, between freedom and the penitentiary, 
they take conservative views of things. It 
is the statesman out of power who taunts his 
opponents, the “ins,” with cowardice and 
nervelessness, and tells how he would make 
Rome howl were he “in.” When he gets 
there, however, he is never tne firebrand 
that he promised to be. He becomes con- 
servative the moment responsibility is placed 
upén him, No man was the subjeet of more 
geueral prejudice than Aaron Burr at the 
time of his trial. Federalists and Republic- 
ang alike hated him. Of the jurors who tried 
a all but one were prejudiced aguinst him, 
and nearly all believed him guilty. Yet he 
was acquitted. } 

If the counsel for the defendants were sat- 
isfied of their innocence they would take the 
best educated, the most intelligent men tt ey 
could find, whether they had formed and ex- 
pressed opinions on ex parte reports or not, 


fot they are the ones who would feel the 


most deepiy the responsibility weighing on 


them, and would deal the most mercifully 


with tne prisoners, giving the greatest 
wéight to the evidence in their favor. These 
lawyers do not seem to understand that men 
art gentier, tenderer, more humane than 
they used to be, and that they doubt long be- 
fore they sentence to death men against 
whom there is not absolute and unimpeacha- 
bie evidence of guilt, and that this tender- 
ness is the most marked among those who 


arp the most cultivated and intelligent. As 


it appears to be the policy of the defense to 
reject such men it is a natural presumption 
that they fear the state will make out so 


strong a case that only a fool can fail to be 


convinced by it. 


_ POOLROOMS AND GAMING HOUSES. 

It was stated the other day in this paper 
that one of the old poolrooms in Gamblers’ 
alley had been reopened, and that the man 
ho ran it claimed that he was not infring- 
ing the law, because he was simply acting as 
the agent for the pool buyer in placing his 
bets for him at some race track. It is true 
that it has been decided by a judge in New 
York city that the anti- pool selling law of 
that state may be evaded in that way, for 
New York judges are fond of helping to beat 
laws for the benefit of gamblers and crim- 
mals; but, as Tae TRIBUNE stated, no judge 
in this city has made such a decision, and 
till he has and the supreme court has sus- 
tained him it is the duty of the city autnor- 
ities to enforce the law as rigidly as did 
Mayor Roche, by whom the poolrooms were 
closed and kept closed two years. They have 
not done that, however. Once a day, 
about the time the pool selling is over, 
and after an army of suckers have paid in 
about a thousand dollars, the boss gambier 
ig formally arrested and asked to give bail. 
That is what is nowadays called “ enforcing 
the laws.“ The way to do it is to put’a man 
at the poolroom door and arrest the keeper 
the minute he begins doing business and 
then to shut up nis premises. As there is 
nothing milk and waterish about these meth- 
ods they are not adopted by Mr. Cregier’s 
policemen. | 
In a few days the case of this poolman will 
Gome before one of the lower judges. If the 
decision is in his favor, doubtless the city 
guthorities will ne down at once and make 
no further fight. If the judge aecides against 
the poolseller he will appeal to the supreme 
gourt, and until the matter has been passed 
qu there the police will let him run wide 
Open, arresting him, as they are now doing, 
only after he has made his day’s collections 
and is ready to put up the shutters. U 
Among the papers which dendunce this 
poolroom iniquity is the Globe, the radical 


Democratic sheet, It supported Mayor Cre- 


gier, but it cannot stomach either the pool- 
rooms or the licensed gambling heils. It 
gives a list of a number of the latter which 
ft found running, and expresses the ope 
that when the mayor gets back from his va- 
cation he will close them. It seeks to fur- 
nish Mr. Cregier with backbone by giving 
the Opinions of some lead:ng members of his 
party. Gen. R. J. Smith thinks gam ing 
should stop. S. S. Gregory thinks — 
an injury to the community which should be 
suppressed.

CHICAGO PACKERS AND THE SENATORS. 
Some of the papers which are talking 
about the “grave mistake’? made by Ar- 
mour and other Chicago packers in refusing 
to testify before the Vest committee appear 
to have short memories. There is no war- 


rant tor the opinion that the packers took 
an arbitrary stand end may be summarily } 


punishea when Congress meets and their 
“defiance of federal authority“ is reported 
to that body. The rual question is whether 
Vest, in his eagerness to serve St. Louis at 
the expense of Chicago, was not trying to 
use the power of the committee in an ille- 
gitimate manner and for an improper pur- 
pose in prying into private matters and 
seeking to expose tha business affairs of the 
Chicago dressed beef operators vo the inspec- 
tion of would be rivals. The Kilbourn- 
Thompson case which was decided only a 
few years ago involved 4 question of this 
kind, and the doctrine then laid down should 
not be forgotten, since the attempt of a con- 
gressionai committee to misuge the power to 
punish for contempt tnén proved quite a 
costly experiment for the federal govern- 
ment. ' 

In tne Kilbourn-Thompson case it was al- 
leged that Jay Cooke & Co., then bank: upts 
and debtors to the United States, were inter- 


estetl in a “real estate pool“ in Washington 


city and that theirtrustee had made setile- 


ments opposed to the rights of the federal“ 


government as one of the creditors. Quite a 
stir was created by the charges, and the 
house appointed a committee te make an in- 

vestigation. Kilbourn, one of the persons 
active in the real estate speculation, was 

summoned to produce certain books and pa- 

pers before the committee, but posi- 
tively refused to do 830 or to give the 

testimony demanded on the ground that 

it involved an inquiry into his private 
affairs. The committee reported the matter 

to the house, and the speaker was thereupon 

directed to issue his warrant and bring the 

witness to the bar. This was done and Kil- 

bourn still refused to testify. By order of the 

house Kilbourn was committed to the cus- 

tody of Tuompson, the sergeunt-at-arms, to be 

imprisoned for contempt. After being kept 
in jail for some time Kilbourn appealed to 

the courts and obtained a release on habeas 

corpus on the ground that his imprisonment 
He at once brought a suit for 

damages for false linorisonment against the 

speaker, sergeant-alt-arms, and members of 

the committee. The courts held that the 

members were protected from prosecution, 

but a verdict of $60,000 damages was rendered 

against Sergeant-at-Arms Thompson, who 

was held liable notwithstanding the fact 

that he had done nothing but execute the 

order of the house. On a second trial the 

damages were reduced to $39,000, and Kil- 

bourn finally compromised by taking $20,000, 

Congress paying also full interest and all the 

costs of the litigation. As the sergeant-at- 
arms had incurred the liability while execut- 
ing au order of tne house Congress could not 

in honor do anything less than pay the 

amount of the damages from the federal 

treasury. 

The power of Congress to punish for con- 
tempt is limited, In case of disorderly con- 
duet or the refusal of a witness to Jestify in 
an impeachment proceed ing or in the course 
of an inquiry into the election or qualifica- 
tions of a member of any like matter there 
would of course be no question as to the power 
of Congress to punish for contempt. But it 
is another matter to start an investigation 
into strictly private matters simply for the 
information of a house or senate committee 
and require a citizen to produce his books, 
papers, and accounts for inspection so as to 
disclose how he manages his affairs and how 
much money he may be making. In the Kil- 
bourn case it was claimed this was neces- 
sary to protect certain rights of the govern- 
ment as a creditor of Jay Cooke & Co. No 
such pretense was made when the Chicago 
packers were called on to testify. They 
had no dealings with the government aud 
they were accountable in the courts for any 
of their transactidbns with individuals. 
Under such circumstances it was their un- 
doubted privilege to refuse to expose their 
books and accounts to iuspection. Doubtless 
the Vest committee had the Kilbourn case 
in mind when it caimly decided to make no 
attempt to imprison the Chicago packers for 
contempt, but content itself with reporting 
their action to Congress. 


A DESPONDENT WHISKY GOVERNOR 

In view of the annual conventions of the 
Liquor association and of its allies, the 
prohibitionists, both of which have been held 
this week in New York, the one at Roches- 
ter and the other ut Syracuse, and the cor- 
dial manner in which the liquor men have 
indorsed him, Gov. Hill has been ungracious 
enough to say that ke does not wish “ to pass 
into history as the whisky Governor of New 
York.” It does not clearly appear why Gov. 
Hill at this late day should be anxious to free 
himself of the tale he has fairly earned by 
his demagogical and public pandering to the 
interests of the saloon. He has honestly won 
it, and he has certainly left no opportunity 
unimproved to show that he has been anxious 
to get it. It is a little superfiuous, if not un- 
grateful to his friends, mat he should now 
disclaim the honors they have so nobly and 
de votediy helped bim to obtain. It is not only 
ungrateful to the liquor dealers themselves 
but also to their faithful allies, the prohi- 
bitionists, without whose help he could not 
have been Governor. 

His mutual friends, however, are deter- 
mined to stick to him, and despite his dis- 
claimers he must continue to be known as 
the whisky Governor and the friend of the 
disreputable classes of New York. The 
Wine, Liquor, and Beer association has never 
shown more enthusiastic devotion to its re- 
spected chief or expressed more emphatic 
satisfaction with his administration. The 
president of the convention says: ‘I should 
consider myseif an ingrate if 1 did not give 
my most cordial support to Gov. Hill. The 
trade which I represent has every reason to 
They 
have no idea of allowing him to resign his 
leadership er to surrender the proud title of 
“‘whisky Governor,“ whith he has earned 
by twice vetoing the high license bills of Re- 
publicans and by removing the barriers 
which the advocates of law and order would 
set up to restrict the evils of intemperance. 
They are not going to throw away the money 
which they have contributed for his political 
benefit and the work they have done for him, 
He is still their Governor, and if possible 
they will give him a legislature which will 
throw the saloons wide open and make 
whisky free and thus spare him the neces- 
sity of further vetoes. 

The prohibitionist allies of the whisky men 
are also determined to do all they can for the 
whisky Governor. At their convention in 
Syracuse this week they have once more 
joined hands with them, preferring a whisky 
administration toa high license one. They 
are determined he shall remain at the head 
of the alliance. Having helped to elect him 
over the most gallant champion of temper- 
ance New York has ever had, wey are going 


free whisky by preference, rather than re- 
striction of the evil. The difference between 
them is very sight. The one wants an out 
and out whisky Governor, the other a whis- 
ky Governor rather than a high license Gov- 
ernor, and Gov. Hill filig the bill in each 
case. Therefore he is the whisky Governor 
in a double sense, and as both the saloonmen 
and the probibitionists wanted him as a 


whisky Governor and contributed their time 


and money for that purpose, it is evident 
that he cannot give up the honor which both 
whiskymen and prohibiuonists have pressed 
upon him.

QUESTIONABLE ACTS OF NEW YORK 


JUDGES 

Judge Gildersleeve in charging the grand 
jury in New York in the notorious Flack 
divorce cdse urged the jurors to probe the 
scandal to its lowest deptns and uncover to 
the light and the operations of law and, jus- 
tice every one connected therewith, no matter 
where the ax falls.“ This was signjficant 
languagein view of the fact that a brother 
judge had performed questionable acts 
granting the divorce, and it. was by no means 
clear that he had not deliberately perpetrate 
a judicial fraud and wrong. Judge Gilde 
sleeve, however, seemed to feel that wrong- 
doing on the bench could have no possibile 
excuse, but should be exposed and punished 
with unusual severity. Such action seems 
douoly necessary now in New York since 
several Other cases have come to the light in 
which judges are accused of acts of question- 
able propriety, to say the least, and which 
cannot be excused or passed over lightly 
without tending to impair public confidei 
in the judiciary. : 

In the Flack divorce case it would seem 
that the judicial machinery of the court was 
deliberately used to consummate an extraordi- 
nary fraud. Sheriff Fiack fited a fraudulent 
bill of divorce and secured a decree on pre- 
tended testimony of his wife, when in fact 
she did not know such a proceeding had 
been begun, and only learned by accident 
that her matrimonial relations had been sev- 
ered. Judge Bookstaver referred the case 
to a careful y selected referee, who reported 
the taking of the testimony on which the 
court acted. The judge then gave orders to 
have all the facts and pa suppressed of 
record. Judge Bookstaver and Sheriff Flack 
are Tammany politicians, and it is thought 
political influences had much to do with the 
singular proceeding in court. It is not un- 
Ukely that the investigation of the grand 
jury will result in several indictments, the 
removal of the sheriff, the impeachment of 
the judge, and the disbarment of ali the at- 
torneys who were coneerned in the case, 

Charges much less serious, but which are 
still of a nature not to be passed over lightly, 
are made against Noah Davis and Miles 
Beach, two New York judges who have been 
of good repuce for judicial integrity. These 
charges, however, do not concern the integ- 
rity of the judges so miuch as their sense of 
propriety. Henry Villard has brought suit 
against Judge Davis for $170,000 which he 
claims he carried“ for the judge in a stock 
speculation when the latter was chief justice 
of the supreme court for the New York dis- 
trict. Judge Davis denies Villard’s asser- 
tion, and while admitting that there was a 
stock transaction between them claims it 
was settled. Judge Beach, who is now a 
member of the supreme court, has been 
sued by a firm of stockbrokers for a 
balance of 514,000 growing out of 
a deal. in stocks. Tho complaint 
has been held insufficient by the court 
to which Judge Beach belongs, but in 
view of his relations to the other judges it is 
not surprising that tne decision is not re- 
warded with entire confidence. What con- 
fidence can the people put in the decisions of 
the courts as to stock speculations when the 
judges themselves are engaged in such trans- 
actions and being sued in the courts to which 
they belong, and having their liabilities de- 
termined by their associates on the bench! 
There may be nothing inherently dishonest 
or corrupt in such transactions, but they are 
wrong nevertheless, and no judge who de- 
sires to retain and deserve public confidence 
should have anything to do with them.

FRENCH POLITICAL JUGGLERS. | 


Comparison of Comte de Paris’ Manifesto 
with Wrinee Victor's Declaration. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
[Copyriyht, 1889, by James Gordon Bennett. | 

Panis, Sept. 6.— By comparing the mani- 
festo issuea by the Comte de Paris with the 
declaration made in Varo ty Prince Victor 
it is not dificult to discover how far apart 
two princes keep when they part company. 
They are agreed to make a combined assault 
On the present government, to accept as 
-alhes all who offer themselves, and to con- 
voke a constituent assembly should the as- 
Sault be crowned with success. At this 
point, however, a hitch arises. The Comte 
de Paris acknowledges the advisability of a 
plebiscitum and the necessity of government. 
This is to have the “assent of the 
nation.” Prince Victor somewhat disdain- 
fully congratulates his royal rival and new 
recruit, but declares that he will be content 
with nothing less tban a direct plebisc:tum. | 
On the three forms of government, republic, 
monarchy, empire, any other trumpery 
kind of national assent’? would be utterly 
unsatisfactory. This slight divergenge of 
opinion as to the nature of plebiscitum be- 
comes abyssmal when the pretenders take up 
the question of results. For the Comte de 
Paris piebiscitum means the creation of a 
monarchy, for Prince Victor it means an em- 
pire, and then Gen. Boulanger takes it to 
mean the establishment of a national repub- 
lic. In case the merits of a pleviscitum 
should be put to the test at least two of 
three persons who have built up their hopes 
upon it will besorely deceived. It is scarcely 
probabie that Victor could count upon 
the resignation and submission of 
his worsted competitors and their 
rupporters, who would be much more likely

DENNISON D. DANA DISAPPEARS. 


Directors of the Dougias Ax Company Find 
a Sorry State of Affairs. 

Bostox, Mass., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Douglas Ax Manufacturing company, with 
its headquarters in Boston and factory at 
Douglas, placed its affairs today in the 
hanés of Moorfield Storey for settlement. 
This action is due to the disappearance 
of Dennison D. Dana, treasurer of the com- 
pany, and the consequent discovery of irreg- 
ularities in his accounts. The liabilities are 
not known dehnitely, but will be several 
hundred thousand dollars. They are mostly 
in notesto banks which the company had 
supposed were paid. The cash accounts 
show that the treasurer could not have taken 
® large sum in cash. Mr. Dana bad been with 
the company thirty years. He is about 
60 years old, lives in Brookline, where he 
was highly respected and was in no wise 
marked for expensive habits. The company 
“had a capital of $400,000. and up to the pres- 
ent crash has been doing a prosperous busi- 
ness. It owns four water vower factories 
at Dougias, empioys between 200 and 300 men, 
and turns out 30,000 to 40,000 dozen axes a 
year. It is thought Dana has gone to Europe. 
He left his home Tuesday and has not been 
seen since. 

Criminal proceedings will be instituted 
against Treasurer Dana tomorrow morning 
on the charge of embezzlement. |

WOULD BUY THE PACIFIC SHORT LINE. 


A Story That the Union Pacific Bas Made 
Several Offers to That Effect. 

Sioux City, Ia., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—A 
story that is causing much talk in railroad 
circies, and which is said to have been re- 
ceived from a trustworthy source, was pub- 
lished here this afternoon. It is to the effect 
that the Union Pacific has made three prop- 
ositions to the projectors and builders of 
the Pacific Short Line to buy the 
road as soon as it is completed to 
Ogaen. The reasons for this move 
are many. The advent of the new road di- 
viaes the territory hitherto monopolized by 
the Union Pacific, thus making serious in- 
reads into its earnings. The bonded debt ot 
the Union Pacific, with accrued interest, 
amounts to nearly $70.000 per mile. while the 
cost of building the short line is but 620,000. 
The Union Pacific would much prefer to .op- 
erate the new and more direct route and 
abandon the old line to tne government. A 
local director of the short line said it was 
true that the Union Pacific had made over- 
tures to the new company, but no decision 
has vet been arrived at. It is said, however, 
that the companies were in favor of the 
Union Pacific taking the road.

MARKING OUT THE SIOUX RESERVATION. 


Designating the Districts Upon Which 
Settlers May Stake Claims. 
Prerre, S. D., Sept. 6.—[Special. |—A corps 


of engineers are operating at Fort Pierre, 


across the river from Pierre, on the reserva- 
tion. Itis said they are marking out lines 
of mile square upon which the government 
will allow the white people to live when the 
reservation is declared open. This survey 
extended over and below most of the Bad 
river. Railroad engineers are also there for 
some purpose. Many people have been go- 
ing to Fort Pierre, presumably to stake out 
lots for speculation, and itis feared they 
will encroach over the mile square limits un- 
less stopped. The Indian police have been 
instructed to patrol this square and not let 
the whites zo over on the reservation. A 
part of Fort Suily garrison have been sta- 
tioned at Fort Pierre to stop any contem- 
piated rush of settlers should it occur before 
the President's proclamation 1s issued to 
open the land.

One of the Democratic organs has it that 
the “‘shortbairs”’ are about to make the fall 
campaign for county commissioners on the 
issue of economy and reform.

The latest exhibition they have made of them- 
selves in this respect is in taking advantage of 
the act passed by the last legislature increasing 
the salaries of the clerks of the various courts to 
$5,000 per annum. No sooner did that act be- 
come luw than the present incumbents of the 
offices began to draw the increase, though the 
constitution of the state clearly provides that 
the salary of the incumbent of any public office 
shall neither be increased nor diminished during 
the term of the incumoent. Under that consti- 
tutional provision the act of the legislature re- 
ferred to cannot take effect until the terms of 
the present incumbents bave expired, and their 
drawing the increase is a clear steal on its face. 

Now the facts are: (1) That the act in- 
creasing the salaries oi the clerks of the 
various courts was passed during tne legis- 
lative session of 1887. (2) That the increase 
of the salaries during the term of the in- 
cumbents is not unconstitutional, because 
there 1s no special or genera! constitutional 
provision probibiting. (3) Thaton the con- 
trary the constitution relating to the Cook 
county clerssbips specifically provides that

Judge 
Tuthill so decided. at any rate, and there has 
as . deen no appeal from his decision. 

a matter of fact, too, most of the offi- 
cers named, the coroner, recorder, circuit 
clerk, superior court clerk, have been elected 
since the act increasing the salaries to $5,000 
Was passed. Tnose who were in office at the 
time of the act and who hold over are 
the county clerk, the criminal court clerk, 
the treasurer, and the sheriff. it would be 
invidious, to say the least, to pay the circuit 
cierk $5,000 a year while paying only $3,000 
to the criminal court clerk, whose duties are 
more onerous and responsible. The consti- 
tum@onal convention had in view the growth 
of Cook county in wealth and population 
when it gave the legislature discretion in fix- 
ing salaries.

CROPS HELPED BY RAINS. 


FARMERS ARE MADE HAPPY BY THE 
CHANGE IN THE WEATHER, 


With the Breaking of the Drought Corn Is 
in Mach Better Condition—Yields More 
or Less Reduced by the Lack of Moist- 
ure—Spring Wheat Excelient in Quality 
bat Irregular in Quantity—Plowing for 
Winter Wheat Progressing Kapidiy— 
Reports from the Damaged Districts.. 

August, 1889, has gone on record as the 
coolest and dryest August since 1872, These 
atmospheric conditions have caused some 
damage to ¢rops, particularly in Dakota and 


Missouri. Official reports trom Lilinois Sept. 


indicated a shortage in the corn crop of 
73,000,000 bashels, in comparison with the 
crop of last year. Reports from Des Moines. 
Ia., of an official character, were to the effect 
that the dry weather had undoubtedly re- 
duced the total yield of corn 15 per cent be- 
low tne estimates made Aug. 1. 

These statements fully confirm the TRW. 
UNE’s report of Aug. 31 with regard to the 
Critical condition of the crop. 

Fortunately for every agricultural and 


‘commercial interest of the country, the pres- 


ent week has seen this severe drought broken 
and copious rains have ‘allen from the Mis- 
sissippi to the lakes. Pastures were drying 
up and the grass was getting short; the most 
important work of September, plowing for 
winter wheat, was at a standstill; and corn 
was suffering. The rains have completely 
changed this outlook. The first. week of 
September closes with the corn rapidly ap- 
proaching maturity. Already the grass in 
the pastures has started up and the plow- 
men are reported at work from ‘Illinois to 
Ohio. Wale the temperature is lower it has 
not reached a degree to cause any alarm for 


the safety of the corn. 
SPRING WHEAT. 


With tho exception of the extreme north- 


ern sections of North Dakota the spring 
wheat harvest is over. In quality it is a fine 
crop, in quantity irreguiar. Thrashing returns 
from Stearns, Todd, Otter Tail, Douglas. 
Grant, ann Wilkin: counties snow a large 
yield as compared with that of former years. 
in Clay, Norman, and Polk counties the yield 
is about tae average of tormer years, but the 
wheat in Many localities shows the effects of 
drought frost. 

In Dakota between Fargo and Grand Forks 
and from Grand Forks to the boundary line 
there is about an average yield with the 
wheat in some localities showing the effects 
of drought and in other localities of frost. 


From Grand Forks west to Larimore the 


ield is light. In the immediate vicinity of 


imore and north of that point the reports . 


promise a good crop of fine duality. West 
of Larimore the reports are discouraging. In 
the Devil's lake region wheat is backward. 
Some of itis not being cut, It is thin on the 
ground and of an exceedingly poor quality. 

From Cass county, Dakota, one of the best 
spring wheat counties in the state, it is re 
ported that in the extreme western and 
southern parts of the county the yield will 
not average five bushels an acre, and in tae 
northern and eastern parts fourteen bushels. 
In the central part of the county the yield 
will be about twelve bughels an acre, making 
the avers for the county not more than 
nine bushels an acre. In that locality the 
weather still continues extremely dry, there 
being a deticiency of seven inches in the rain- 
fail as compared with that of former seasons. 
About the usual amount of wheat is going 
forward from thrashing machines, 

| . WINTER WHEAT. 

Farmers have made but poor progress in 
their plowing so far this fall. In Michigan no 
rain to amount to anything bas fallen until 
the present week since Julv-5. Probably not 
to exceed 10 perf centof the usual acreage has 
been * and the ground is dryer now 
in that te than it ‘was last September. 
Although corn is nota leading crop in the 
state every farmer grows enough for home 
use, but the drought has reduced the crop 
from 40 to 50 percent. Receipts of winter 
wheat from farmers are light and the quality 
of the grain is poor. 

In southern Ohio light rains have fallen 
during the present week—the first rainfall 
for over thirty days. Pastures have suffered 
and so has the corn crop. Plowing for winter 
wheat has been almost ee The 
ground breaks in lumps. ttle wheat is 
moins and millers report only small stores 
ahead. 

Heavy rains have fallen in southern In- 
diana during the week and good progress has 
been made in plowing. Receipts of wheat 
have increased materially. All of the tough 
and damp wheat seems to have been mar- 
keted aud that now coming into market is in 
good canditu for mulling. Fully three- 
fourths of crop has been thrashed. In 
northern Indiana wheat is much better in 

rade, hut farmers are not selling freely. 

in is still needed to put the grouud in good 
condition for fall seeding. 

From the best and most important counties 
in southern IIlinois wheat has moved slowly 
so far. A much larger proportion than usual 
went into stack, though it must come 
out some time dur‘ng the year. Even 
the increased price has not had ana 
preciable effect on the movement. tn 
that territory, the long term of dry 
weather has been broken. The rains have 
come in the nick of time, for farmers were 
complaining that they could not work the 
ground. Now every one is busy and plowing 
will be pushed vigorously. In the important 
counties of central Illinois, which are largel 
devoted to winter wheat, rains are still need- 
ed and the ground is in bad shape for plow- 

Wheat is moving fairly well, but not 


some damage to late corm. The corn crop 
will not be over half what it was last year. 
Potatoes will be a big yield except “muck 
potatoes,“ the season being too wet for them.

WHERE WOMEN GAMBLE. 


A “SPECULATING” FIRM FIT UP A 
| BUCKETSHOP FOR THE FEMALES. 


Ite Habitues Are Spinsters of Uncertain 
Age, Widows of Apparent Poverty, and 
Wives of Men in Moderate Circumstances 
— The Women Only Play for Small 
Amounts and Usually Lose — General 
Gossip About the Bucketshops. 

Room No. 6, in a builaing near Clark and 


Jackson streets, is occupied by a bucketshop 


exclusively for ladies.” No man is allowed 
inside, and this circurstance has given an 
edge to the various stories which for two or 
three weeks have been afloat in the board of 
trade district about its rich carpetings, 
carved furniture, costly curtains, and bric-a- 
brac, as well as vague tales ot the beauty 
and mysterious actions of its habitués. 

They were women in high society, rumor 
had it, in whom drawingroom poker had devel- 
oped a taste for larger stakes—bankers and 
lawyers’ wives who wouldn’t for the world 
let their husbands know they stole in to en- 
gage in the game which fascinated those 
same lords; wealthy widows, and youthful 
heroines, . 

The gossips of the locality told bewildering 
yarns of quickened steps and mysterious 
glances through heavy veils. The elevator 
boy was declared to have on one occasion 
carried up three glorious creatures so beau- 
tiful as to make him lose all control of the 
car, which pumped against the roof and 
frightened the trio so badiy they immediate- 
ly went home. And saved just so much 
money,“ added the story teller. 


THE REALITY. 

A TRIBUNE reporter gained access to the 
place. itis a medium sized room plainly fit- 
ted up. The customary blackboard covers 
one wall and a brussels carpet the floor. 
The “costly curtains” consist of plain 
shades; the “paintings,” a pictare of a pa- 
tent corset. The onlv article that could pos- 
sibly be defined as bric-A-brac was a cuspi- 
dor, and it held several cigarette stubs.

“This is a pleasant room,” ventured the 
reporter to a portly woman in faded black. 

Ves, itis real nice. Mr. Bradiey tries to 
make everything pleasant for us.”’ 

** How heavily do they speculate here!“ 

„O my, I don't know,“ the portly female 
replied. ‘Some ladies buy as much as $10 
worth, but most of them, 1 guess, invest §2 
and $3 at a time.“ 

Don't they ever sell—sell short?” 

“Well, now really I’m afraid we ladies 
don’t quite understand that—at least some of 
us. ut some of us make money. That 


voung lady near the window with a white 


feather on her hat made 86 yesterday. How 
much did she lose first? O I couldn’t say. 
There was a lady friend of mine who used to 
come here who lost $20 though. She told her 
brother all about it, and said she couldn't see 
why she couldn’t make instead of losing. He 


said he covldn’t see why a colt couldn't wade 


across a river without getting its feet wet.

A well informed person 
told Taz TRIBUNE reporter that in the board 
of trade district there are twenty-five buck- 
etshops. Those of the old timers. who did 
not grow rich prior to 1884, he said, have 
nearly all returned to their tirst love. Littie 
is required to start the business. The first 
month’s rent of a room, a blackboard, a coun- 
ter. and a few chairs are all that is needed. 
The shops starting promptly make applica-

The Use of Arsenic by Women. 

A well known druggist makes the statement 
that fiypaver is largely used in England by 
women for the purpose to which Mrs, Maybrick 
devoted it. Soaking the paper in water wiil ex- 
tract the arsenic from the sheet and transfer the 

ison to the liquid. It is then applied to the skin 
or drank in minute doses with the result which is 
so apparent in Mrs. Maybrick’s appearance. 

Like the opium habit, arsenic eating grows 
upon the victim, and its work is slow but sure. 
Arsenic is used for anointing purposes, too, by 
large numbers of working girls woo toilin the 
milis and factorics. They have not yet learned 
the art of eating the drug. and employ it in a 
crude fashion by dissolving the substance in 
water and applying it in lotionhke form to the 
face and hands. Its banefui effects are not so 
quickly abperent as are tuose of arsenic eating, 
but sooner or later the foolish victims of the pol 
sonous drug contract an appetite forit, and — 
death ie but a matter of months. 

It is not possible to estimate the number of 
deaths among women for which the use of ar- 
senic is responsible, owing to their secrecy in 
using the drug. But a goodly proportion of so- 
called biood poisoning cases can be traced to an 
ignorant use of arsenic. There is no denying 
the fact that its use is daily increasing.— Phila

If 
he says he is innocent, then his troubles be- 
gin. ou persist in your denial! Ver 
well; 1 will send you back to your prison, 
hope that the next time I send for you you 
will have reflected and discovered that the 
best way to serve your own interests is to 
make a full confession.”’

‘Taxation of American Ocean Vessel«. 

The Lincoln (Neb.) Journal gives additional 
reasons Why ocean steamships are not built and 
owned in this country. It says: 

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE alleges that the ves- 
sels [City of Paris and New York steamers] 
carry the British flag because of the “ navigation 
laws,’’ which forbid a foreign built vessel to fly 
the stars and stripes. 

But that is not all the reason. The difference 
in cost of building an iron ship in England and 
in this country is purely the difference in the 
wages paid workmen on the Clyde and in the 
American shipyards. It amounts to about B per 
cent. That difference ought not to be a reason 
for building American ships abroad. and would 
not be if it were not for circumstances to which 
THE TRIBUNE does not allude for some reason. 

n American ship would be subjected to the 
State, county, and municipal taxation levied on 
other property in the port in which she was 
owned and registered. In England she pays no 
tax whatever except upon her earnings, a smail 
per cent of the tax that she would pay in this 
conntry on her valuation. The maritime states 
of America must change the method of taxation 
ot American vessels or there will not be any 
gryat number of packet or merchant ships doing 
ofeign trade registered in this country. The 
navigation laws are not varticuiarly obnoxious. 
They offer a small impediment to the sailing of 
American ships. Remove the exorbitant tara 
tion on American ships which gives the foreign 
ship a perpetual advantage and the navigation 
laws would not prevent the building of ships in 
American dockyards for the foreign trade. Amer- 
ican ships are built tor the coasting trade only 
berause fo ships are not permitted to trade 
between our ports. |

| How Baptiste Peynautt Puts te the Tene te | 


Jumping at Rockawsy Beach While 
Waiting for His Share of His Uncle's 
Millions—Amusing Himself in This Way 


for Fourteen Years—Something About | 


His Strange Life--His Willingness to 
Leap from High Piaces. 

New York Sun: All American high diving 
records are being beaten twice a day now by 
Baptiste Peynaud. a chunky little Frenchman 
who spends his days tolling about the piazza 


of the Seaside house at Rockaway beach, 


except at 2 and 4:80 every, afternoon, at 
which times he varies the monotonies of 
beach lire for the Rockaway public and gives 
himself a lively quarter of an hour by climb- 
ing to the top ofa skeleton tower, 150 feet 
higb, in the backyard of the botel, and jump- 
ing head foremost to the ground. He has 
done this every day for two weeks now, and 
has two weeks more of it before him, pro- 
vided he doesn't break his neck or his con- 


tract. 
Peynaud came to this country on other 
business than jumping. His jumping is mere- 


ly an incidertal feature of his visit to the 


United States. Forty-five years ago Pey- 
naud’s uncle, Antonio Trén, died in Balti- 
more, owning some property which bas since 
become quite vaiuable. Four heirs, Bap- 
tiste, bis brother, his sister, and his aunt, 
were living in France. They were adver- 
tised for, but it was many years before the 
advertisements came to their notice, and 
meantime tne estate had passed into other 
hands. Sixteen years ago Baptiste’s brotner 
came to Baltimore and began a fight to regain 
the estate. which he has continued ever since, 
living in Baltimore all the time. A longtime 
ago made Baptiste promise that if the

time ever came when his personal presence 
was necessary tothe prosecution of the suit 
he would come to America. Baptiste had 
been jumping in .Brezil for two years until 
recently when the simmons came from his 
brother. The suits progressed finely, his 
brother said, and it was nearly certain that 
the ultimate decision would bein favor of 
the heirs. The vaiue of the estate was 80 
many millions that it made Baptiste dizzy 
just to think of-it Meanwnile Baptiste’s 
signature was necessary to some papers, and 
he must come to Baitimore, his brother 
wrote. ete Py mindiul of his promise, 
shook Brazilian dust from his feet and came 
to tne United States. While the suit goes on 
he must stay here in case he shonia be needed. 
So he jumps for aliving while waiting for 
the ripe millions to waich he is heir to drop 
into his hands. After he gets the money, 
he says, he will quit jumping. 

Even if he should fall into his fortune to- 
morrow, he would get his rest no sooner than 
he had earned it, for he has been jumping 
and swinging on trapezes for fourteen years, 
Although this is his first visit to America, he 
has traveled all over Europe with various 
circuses. He wasone of the company that 
traveied as Le Ferrando Fréres, performing 
on the trapeze. It was famous in Europe, 
until one day Peynaua, in Berlin, in perform- 
ing some feat, dislocated his arm. Prof. 
Bergmann, the famous Berlin surgeon who 
punched canulas and thingsinto the late 
Emperor’s throat, fixed the arm, but the 
operation was not a great success, and Pey- 
naud had to quit trapeze work. He ‘had al- 
ways mixed a good deal of jumping or diving 
with his feats, and when he found that his 
arm had gone wrong he began to devote 
himself entirely to that branch of athletics. 
He achieved remarkable success, and was 
soon springing from bee higher than any 
one before bim bad ever dreamed of attempt- 
ing. One day his net was improperly ad- 
justed, and when he landed in it he was 
thrown partly siaewise instead of straight up. 
He was only a little hurt. and when he got 
about he was surprised to find that his lame 
arm was as good as new. The accident had 
performed ine operation in which the sur- 
geon had failed, and sever since that time 
bas he had any trouble with his arms.’ 

Jumping was paying him first rate, how- 
ever, and he didn’t go back to the trapeze 
when he found his arm well. That was five 
years ago, and he has been jumping ever 
since, in Europe and South America. In 
Rome and Milan ho made his highest jumps, 
of 200 feet. About 150 feet is his usual dive, 
It is Hard to get a place higher than that from 
which tojump, he says. Ordinary carpen- 
ters refuse to build higherthaa that. Tuere 
is considerabie danger for them even in 
— 4 — high. He claims to bave want- 
ed the Rockaway beach tower built fifty feet 
higher than it is, but to have been unable to 
induce the carpenters to take the risk of 
going higher. 

‘The tcwer is simply a square framework 
of slender scantling. It is about twenty feet 
square at the base, and slopes to less than 
half chat size at the top, where two large 
flags, one French and tue other American, 
wave all the time, There are no platforms 
on the tower except the one on top, and the 
only means of ascent is by cleats nailed upon 
the corner beams, projecting on each side of 
the timber, and about a foot apart all the 
way up. 

In front of the bottom of the tower area 
number of stout posts, arranged to hold 
about ten feet from the ground a strong net 
15 feet wide by 48 feet long. The net is like 
those used iu circuses, and has a large piece 
of stout. canvas stretched in the center. By 
means of pulleys and strong ropes the net is 
stretched taut before évery jump. 

About fifteen minutes before the hour set 
for each dive Peynaud appears on the hotel 
piazzaina thick white flannel jacket and 
with gaudy red tights incasing his plump 
legs. He goes out to the tower and begins to 
climb up bv the cleats at one corner. By the 
time he has reached the top a great crowd is 
collected beneath, and from all parts ef Rock- 
away people are directing their eyes upon 
him. They cheer him, and he waves first 
the French and then the American flag at 
them. There is no railing around the plat- 
form on top of the tower, but on the front 
there are two small rails, looking as though 
they belonged to the beginning of a gang- 
plank leading off into space. Peynaud stands 
at the edge of the platform between 
these rails, with a hand upon each, 
and bends far over, The crowd hoids 
its breath, and so does Peynaud, ap- 
parently, as he ledns over, gazing down for 
several seconds, a full minute all the breath- 
less spectators are ready to declare. Then 
Siowly he leans further down, seems to 
tremble for a moment in balance, and then 
toppies over, straightens out, and shoots 
downward, head first, with frightful speed. 
His red legs wave in the air a little, but he 
does not go over uatil about fifteen or twenty 
feet before he reaches the nct. Then his 
legs fallaway from the tower, and the next 
instant he thumps inte the canvas —0 4— 
the net 7 his shoulders 
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learned it, but, of course, one can’t learn it 
by taking a 150 foot jump at the start. That 
is the reason, I suppose, thas no one has ever 
accepted my chalienge to jump from a tower 
after em. When I am leaning over up there 
Lam getting my feet acjusted on 
the edge of the og ying my 
Derves. As I go over I keep my feet firmly 
on the edge of the platform, and my less a 
little doubied. At the instant when Iam 
pointing downward my feet have turned 
over the edge until the soles rest beneath 
instead of on top of the tform. Then I 
straighten my legs out with all my strength. 

f course that shoots me qownward very 
swiftly. I have got myself started right, 
and all I have to do is to bold my body perfectly 
rigid and balance myselt with my head and 
chest 1f I feel myself 8 in either di- 
rection. In an instaut I know that the net ig 
near, and then Itwist my legs over, come 
down on my back. That is All. It isn’t much 
to do it you know how, and have tne strength 
to hold yourself straight. You could fall a 
mile that way with perfect safety if you had 
a net that would hold you when you struck, 
There is no danger if the net is strong and 
evenly fastened and tightened.”

ders expressively. It has never happened 
to me,“ he said. | 

The only trouble about increasing the 
height of the jumps, prcvided a tower could be 
built, is that the jumper runs more risk of 
being blown out of his way by a gust of 
wind, Already, once durmg his Rockaway 
engagement, Peynaud has had to omit adive 
on account of a gale of wind making it un- 
safe to jump. 

From Rockaway beach Peynaud will gO, 
barring a broken neck, to Canada, where he 
has engagements to jump for a week each at 
some fairs. The managers of several fairs 
in this country are also negotiating for his 
services, and he thinks he will have plenty 
of jumping to do while his Baltiniore lawsuit 


o matter how

here was that of Zazel, from the roof of 
Madison square garden into a net in Bar- 
num’s circus.

GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPHS AGAIN. 


A Large Deficit Would Appear if the Serv- 
lee Was Extended Generally. | 

Washington Special to New York Herald: 
It is admitted by officials at the pos toffloe de- 
partment that they have been working on 
some of the legal and practical questions con- 
nected with the government control of the 
telegrapt, yet many sides of the question 
seem to have escaped their attention. The 
Postmaster General will probably hesitate to 
recommend a strictly government telegraph 
system because of the large deficit which 
would appearif the service were extended 
as generaliy as the postal service. 


II is well known that the telegraph service 


n England under government management 
has shown a constantly tncreasing deficit, 
and bas resulted in little difference in rates. 
If the service cannot be economically con- 
ducted in so compact and thickly settled a 
country as England with a permanent and 
trained force it would seem that the experi- 
ment in this country would be even more dis- 
astrous. There would be a constant struggle 
between the political interests which de- 
manded an extension of the service to un- 
profitable localities and the glaring deficit 
which such a policy would create. 

There would be a great many practical 

ifficulties with the pian credited to the Post- 

aster General of having the government 
enter into nership with the telegraph 
companies for the delivery of messages 
through the postoffice. Of course there will 
be no responszbility on the part of the gov- 
ernment for its share in handling the mes- 
sages, any more than hre is in handling reg- 
istered letters and paying money orders. if 
a dispatch miscarries through the negligence 
of a letter carrier or messenger there will be 
no redress for the sender or receiver, except 
that he may have the satisfaction of seeing 
the carrier discharged. 

So long as the telegraph company has 
charge of the transmission of mes it 
can be heid responsible for errors, but delays 
even occurring in its own office will be hard 
to locate when the responsibility is shared 
with the government. The opinion is ex- 
133 by those familiar with the free de- 
ivery service that the carriers would be of 
little use, except in delivering night mes- 
sages, which are subject to delay and which 
could be taken on the first morning delivery. 
Messages which demanded immediate at- 
tention would have to be handied by the 
special delivery messengers, who now deliver 
letters with the 10 cent stamp affixed. It 
might be possible to divide dispatches into 
two classes at different rates, one to be de- 
livered by carriers and the other by special 
messengers. 

It is generaily believed, however, that Mr. 
Wanamaker’s new scheme of paternalism 
would prove clumsy in its operation and lead 
to endless confusion and litigation. The 
civil service reformers, whether advocates 
of centralization or not, will be certain to 
oppose any proposition to increase the num- 
ber of offices under the control of the Post- 
master General so long as they are dis- 
tributed according to the present plan. 

Some of the advocates of a postal telegraph 
argue that the operating service would be so 
technical inits character that tne places 
would not become the spoil of party politics. 
This might prove to be the case when the 
service had been for a numberof years under 
the government control and there was but 
one employer to apply to. But for some time 
to come there would probably be operators 
enough of both parties ciamoring for piace to 
furnish the motive for frequent change. The 
public nature of telegraphic messages, unless 
written in cipher, would also place a danger- 


ous power in the hands oi the dominant | 


party if the service was prostituted to parti- 
san ends. ! 


DENIAL FROM LONGSTREET, 


He Says He Did Not Maltreat the Family 
of Ex-Pre<ctdent Johnson. 

Donna. N. C., Sept'8.—Edward A. Old- 
ham, editor of the Globe, has receivedla letter 
from Gen. Longstreet denying the charges 
recently made by a Washington correspond- 
ent that during the war he had driven the 
ladies of ex-President Johnson’s family from 
their home in Tennessee, and had turned che 
elegant mansion into a smallpox hospital, 
broke into the library and distributed books 
and papers among the soldiers, including a 
blue-back spelling book highly prized by Fir. 
Johnson. Gen. Longstreet says ia nis letter: 

„There is not one word of truth in the as- 
sertions contained in the article. Had there 
been it is bardly possible that such facts 
could escape notice for so many véears. Union 
people within our lines were under the same 
orders and treatment as were tne confed- 
erates. Unionists who wished to go north 
had safe conducts, and when they asked for 
escorts were sent out under military protec- 
tion.
